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Paralysis Cases on 
Main Line Still High 

Ten New Reports Show No 
Hope for Immediate Open- 
ing of Schools 

MOST IN LOWER MERION 



Prospects of a quick reopening of 
Main Line schools were given an- 
other serious blow this week with a 
total of ten new paralysis eases re- 
ported for Lower Merion, Radnor and 
the Borough of Narbcrth. As a re- 
sult, none of the local Boards of 
Health have taken any sort of action 
loading to the lifting of the ban. 

This week's crop of cases are di- 
vided as follows: Lower Merion, sev- 
en; Radnor, two; Narbcrth, one. 
Again Haverford Township reports 
no new cases. The total for the four 
municipalities to date is 55 cases, re- 
sulting in three deaths.

De- 
positors and creditors will be asked in 
the letters to compare their figures 
of claims with those of the fcstate 
Banking Department with a view to 
immediate settlement. A time limit 
of 00 days will be given the creditors 
and depositors to prove and adjust 
their claims. 

At the time of the bank closing the 
latest statement, as of December 31, 
1931, listed assets as $839,129.07.

darkness that is known as the chil- 
dren's hour." That precious extra 
hour of daylight, that has been the joy 
of gardeners since the adoption of 
daylight saving, will be no more — 
until next April. Back to standard 
lime, daylight from 6 to 6, shorten- 
ing days until Christmas, and then 
the lengthening days of another 
spring to come.

Time to bring indoors those poin- 
settias that have been growing out- 
doors. They will not stand a tem- 
perature of less than sixty degrees. 
A sunny window and careful water- 
ing may bring flowers for Christmas 
—and then again it might have been 
just as well to have dumped the pots 
j last New Year's and depended on 
I Santa Claus bringing fresh plants 
this year.

i Narcissus poeticus ornatus flowers 
| in April with other narcissi. The 
j pheasant's eye, narcissus rccurvus, 
, (lowers about three to four weeks lat- 
I cr — tulip time. Both are sweetly fra- 
grant, hurdy and multiply rapidly. 
Like other narcissi they will stand 
I considerable shade and are adapted 
I l.o "naturalizing," which might be de- 
| scribed as planting in large, irregular 
I masses where they will be left undis- 
! turbed — by the lawn mowier. The 
j same may be said of any of the jon- 
j quils. All are graceful, fragrant, fine 
for cutting, but, strange to say, are 
! not often seen. The big, ungainly, 
j lop-heavy, long trumpet narcissi, 
| called daffodils, may be fine for forc- 
i ing in pots, but along the edge of a 

'shrub border they look like : . With 

the poeticus ornatus may be planted 
mertensia virginiea, or the jonquils 
may be used with mertensia. With 
the pheasant's eyes may be planted 
phlox divaricata Laphami and tiarel- 
la cordifolia — the foam flower, with 
its pretty and persistent foliage, to 
cover the fading foliage of the bulbs 
and phlox. Phlox divaricata Laphami 
makes a fine companion for pink or 
yellow tulips. 

> 

And now that the robins and other 
birds are feeding on the ripening 
fruits of dogwood trees we are re- 
minded that this is the time for berry 
bearing shrubs. From now on the 
birds, stay-at-homes and migrants, 
will feast on fruit and seeds pro- 
vided by nature — and in some cases 
— provided by man. Why so many 
planters object to trees and shrubs 
that are attractive in flower foliage 
and fruit, and are at the same time 
food for native birds, is difficult to 
comprehend. The birds are not only 
interesting, beautiful and cheerful, 
but are vitally necessary if our trees 
and shrubs are to be kept free of in- 
sects. The birds also play a great 
part in sowing seeds of many plants 
that otherwise would become extinct 
— by way of the brush hook. How 
often we see a beautiful piece of 
woodland, a perfect bird sanctuary, 
cleared and cleaned to make way for 
field weeds. Blackbemes, green 
briers, wild grape and Virginia 
creeper all have their place — not 
along the path where we cultivate the 
wild flowers — but off the path where 
they will hold the falling leaves, en- 
rich the soil and make the trees 
healthy and happy. These so-called 
j pests of the woodland are blessings 
! L'or the birds, offering nesting sites 
; and food, as well as protection from 
! men and small animals who might 
disturb their nests or their young. 

The viburnums, including witherod, 
nannyberry, arrowwood, hobble bush 
and maple-leaved viburnum are all 
! sought by the birds. Chokeberries, 
red or black, are on the approved list. 
Elderberries, red or black, with In- 
dian currant and snowberry are rel- 
ished. Shadbush for summer food 
and spice bush for fall are on the list. 
All of the shrubby dogwoods are as 
popular as the tree form. These 
plants are all beautiful in fio\ver, 
Cruit and fall coloring, will all stand 
shade, which is found in many gar- 
dens, and are not particular as to soil. 

And now — if we only had some 
rain — and some more rain — we could 
go ahead with our fall planting. A 
dry country, indeed.
